The fire which broko ‘out in No. 2 hold 
of the P. and O, Company's cargd boat 
Banca \ost month inthe Prince's Dook, 
Bombay, wag followed up in.» few hours 
by another in an adjacent hatch. which 
proved as. destructive ag the other 9p far 
asthe loss of Carne ‘is congee ed. Taken: 
together, says the Bombay, Limes, the fires 
seom to bo two. of tho biggest: that have 
occurred in. the ‘Bombay docks and have 
taxed to the utmost the energies of. the 
fire brigade and othors engaged in ex- 
tinguishing them. spt age mgt 

Tho No, 2 hold contained besides cotton 
bales moro than three thousand baskets of 
onions, and thea when ‘ablaze emitted 
fumes which considerably retarded tho 
work of the Fire Brigade and the Balvago 
Corps. ‘Another difficulty which thoy 
had to encounter was eiused by the shape 
of the boat, which ia built.on.the turret 
plan. This neocssitated the brigado mon 
ta’ get under the curved sides of tho shin 
to’ make their hose play effectively on the. 
flames, But despite these: difficulties a 
strenuous effort was kept.up to control 
the flames uninterruptedly, and it was 
due to this that the flames were gob under 
within an hour. : or 

The second fire broke out at, about. five 
o’elock the following morning, | when } 
amoke was seen issuing from hatch No. 1. 
Stops were immediately takon to put. 
down tho flames and ‘the steam’ dredger 
and five fire engines. wero brought ‘into 
requisition, There were. pressed. cotton 
bales in the hold, and as soon as the fire 
was got under control they were removed 
from it-by..means of. exanes. Both fires 
smouldered fore long time. after they had 
been fairly pub ous, ;

All the proclamations against 
opium smoking issucd by the Republic, | 
particularly tho-last one, which declared.

‘| this year to be ilegal, aro themselves 
iMegal in. the eye of Enlightenment, 
because the natural right of one to 
honestly’ buy and eat; drink or smoke 
‘thing should not be denied te one, much 
less that one. should he punished so 
brutally for such deeds, To eradicate 
.the: long-standing habit of a nation 
requires mild measures, lest the rights 
and Jiberties of tho people forming that 
nation be violated. Such measures cannot 
tako the form of law, but of porsua- 
sive prelection, which is te be the work 
of religious and charitable  societios, 
institutions or bodies like the Temperance 
Socicty, Y.M.C.A,, and so forth. 
METHODS OF BARBARISM. 

The only way open to the Republic to 
suppress opium smoking is to prohibit the 
cultivation of poppy and the importation 
of opium, because it, is within the natural 
right. of a Government to prohibit any- 
thing within jts land that is injurious to 
its population; but such opium ‘as has 
come into China with the ‘consent of the 
two Governments referred “to can he 
stopped by nothing save by barbarsty so 
far as" its local sale’ and - con- 
sumption js concerned. | When - .the 
xtock of opium is exhausted, and no 
opium is obtainable by: reason’. of | the 
censation of opinm’ - cultivation ‘and 
importation, the amokers will themselves, 
of neeossity, throw off their smoking 
habits. :
